T he Senate n u t in reg u lar session a t 10 a. m., 
P res d e n t Mansfield in th e chair. 
R oll called and a q u o ru m present. 
Tiie jo u rn a l of y esterday was read and approved. 
On m otion of M r. D i c k i n s o n th e fpecial o rd er for 
th e h o u r —S enate BilU Nos. 131, 91 and 187-w e re 
stp o ’ied u n til a fte r th e reading of th e long bill 
trad u ced last evening by Mr. Traylor. 


R E V E N U E B IL L S . 
On m otion o f M r. Jo u x so s th e consideration of 
m ajo rity an i m in o rity re p o rts of J o in t C om m ittee 
on R evenue and Taxation, w ith su b stitu te bill from 
each for Senate Bills Nos. 101. 120, 18S, 190, 199, 
206, 280—special o rd er for th is day a t 1:30 p. m.— 
was m ade th e SjtedtT o rd er for to-m orrow a t th e 
sam e h o u r. 
The S ecretary th e n resum ed th e first read in g of 
th e T raylor City G overnm ent bill. 
It was ordered p rin ted and referred to th e San 
Francisco delegation. 


T H E IN S O L V E N C Y B IL L S . 
T he Senate th en took u p th e special o rd er of th e 
h o u r—Senate Bill No. 131—A n A ct fo r th e relief of 
in so lv en t debtors, fo r th e p ro tectio . of creditors, 
and fo r th e p u n ish m en t of frau d u len t d eb to rs (by 
Mr. D ickinson)—it being an A ct of eighty-tw o sec­ 
tions. 
Several am endm ents proposed by th e C om m ittee 
on Ju d iciary w ere adopted. 
Mr. C heney m oved to am end Section 3, line 2. by 
strik in g o u t th e words “ as far as possible ” and in­ 
se rt “ to th e best of his know ledge an d belief ” 
He 
gav e his reasons for th e am en d m en t, s ta lin g th a t he 
believed those w ords w ere sufficient. 
T he people in 
th e cou n try d istricts w ere n o t in th e h ab it of k eep­ 
ing th e ir books very thoro u g h ly , and m any of them 
k ep t no books a t all. 
H is am en d m en t was for the 
benefit of farm ers, m echanics and |>oor m en w ho did 
n o t keep co rrect books. 
M r. D 
i c k i n s o n said lie did n o t object to th e am end­ 
m ent. 
The am en d m en t w as adopted. 
Mr. Sattekwuitr m oved to am end Section 6 by in 
Berting after th e word “ news|>aper ” th e w ords “ of 
general circulation.” 
A dopted. 
Mr. YYknukll m oved to am end Section 8 so as to 
strik e o u t “ $300” and in sert “ $500,” as th e am o u n t 
of d ebts. 
A dopted. 
Mr. Cheney offered th e follow ing am en d m en ts to 
Section 8 : 
A m end 
Section 8, line 13, betw een 
“ o r ” and “ su ffered ” in sert “ w ilfully.” 
Section 8, 
line 23, betw een “ o r ” an d “ h a s ” in sert “ being a 
m erch an t or trad esm an ,” and line 25, a fte r “ in d e b t­ 
ed n ess” in sert “ unless th e p arty holding such 
acknow ledgm ent has in w rit ng w aived th e rig h t to 
proceed u n d er th is su bdivision.” 
Mr. ClJKNP.Y claim ed th a t w ith o u t th e am endm ent, 
w hen a tradesm an or m erchant had secured th e re 
new al of a day note, his cred ito rs m ig h t step in and 
throw 
him in to in v o lu n tary b an k ru p tcy . 
The 
am en d m en t provided th a t w hen a trad esm an or 
m erch an t had suffered h is n o te to becom e d u e the 
p arty w ho held th e note m ig h t w aive his rig h t to 
proceed u n d e r th is A ct. 
H e could see no teason 
w hy any o th e r p arty should com plain if th e holder 
of th e note did not. 
T he m an w ho owes th e m oney 
o u g h t to have th e rig h t to try and com prom ise w ith 
his creditors. 
Iu th is bill th e re was no such latitu d e 
for th e debtor. 
Mr. D i c k i n s o n asked if, after a day n o te had been 
ex ten d ed , it was iu th e sam e condition as th o u g h it 
had n o t been ex ten d ed —if it w as exten d ed for six 
m o n th s w h eth er it w ould be d u e on th e n ex t day. 
M r C h u n k y h e ld t h a t th e n o te w a s d u o u n le s s it 
w a s c h a n g e d . 
T h e a n ie n d m e u t s im p ly a llo w e d th e 
h o ld e r o f th o n o te to w a iv e h is r ig h t to p ro c e e d on 
it fo r a c e r t a in tim e . 
M r. D i c k i n s o n said he had no objection to p ro te c t­ 
ing th e farm er or t adesm an, b u t he was n o t sa tis­ 
fied w ith th e am en d m en t as in tro d u ced . 
H e su g ­ 
g ested th a t th e am en d m en t be passed over for th e 
present. 
M r. J ohnson said ho proposed to m ove to strik e 
o u t th e e n tire A rtiele III. of th e bill, because he be­ 
lieved it to be an engine by w hich th e .'an Francisco 
m erch an ts could ru in ev ery o th e r m erch an t in the 
S tate of C alifornia. 
H e believed it to be a relic of 
barbarism resurrected iu th e in terests of rich m e r­ 
ch an ts of San Francisco and Sacram ento. 
It p u t 
in to th e ir hands th e m eans by w hich th ey could ruin 
any m an doing business in any cou n ty of th e Slate. 
H e could u o t su p p o rt th e bill u n til it was strip p ed 
of w h at he deem ed to be its very bad features 
H e 
h eartily agreed w ith S enator Cheney in his rem arks. 
In regard to in sertin g th e w ord “ w illfully,” Mr. 
C hkxby urged th a t th e am en d m en t o u g h t to be 
adopted, because a m an could u n d er th e bill be 
forced in to in v o lu n tary insolvency because he had 
suffered ju d g m en t to be tak en ag ain st h m by de­ 
fau lt, even th o u g h th e d efau lt had been caused by 
excusable neglect o r inadvertauce. 
M r. J o h n s o n arg u ed on th e saíne side. 
Mr. W k n d b l l took th e opposite sida an d held th a t 
th e n e x t sentence covered th e ground. 
Mr. Chene3' s am endm ents w ere adopted. 
M r. SattkrWHITE m oved to am en i See:ion 8 by 
strik in g o u t th e w ords “ five o r m ore c re d ito rs” aud 
in se rt “ any cred ito r.” 
Mr. Joftxsov opjK>sed th e am endm ent. 
ih e 
ua4 lost. 
F u rth e r consideration of th e b ill w as tem p o rarily 
postponed. 


R E P O R T S — IN S U R A N C E . 
Mr. S e a r s m ade th e follow ing re p o rt from a m in ­ 
o rity of th e C om m ittee on C orporations : 
M r. P resid en t: T he m inority of th e C om m ittee on 
C orporations desire to su b m it th e ir reasons w hy 
S enate Bill No. 188- An A ct to reg u late fire, m arine 
an d inland insu ran ce com panies tra n sa ctin g business 
in th is S ta te — should n o t becom e a law, and also 
suggest w herein it should be am ended. 
Thu b u si­ 
ness of in surance in all its branches is one which 
has bceu reduced to business p rin ciples th ro u g h 
y ears of experience and careful study. 
T he in te r­ 
ests of th e policy-holders and th e insu ran ce com ­ 
panies should he m u tu al. 
E very u n ju s t restrictiv e 
b u rd en im posed upon th e com panies increases th e 
b urden of th e po.iey-holucrs. 
T he proscriptive 
featu res of th is b 11 are ag ain st 
lie wisdom of 
experience and th e business ju d g m en t of enlightened 
policy. 
S im ilar law s have had th e ir trials 
in 
m any o th e r S tates an d have been repealed by th e 
w eig h t of th e ir bad effects. 
This S tate trie d a d e­ 
p ository law years ago, and repealed it because 
it was ag ain st 
th e en lightened 
sp irit of 
th e 
age. 
T his L egislature h as enough to do to enact 
th e necessary good laws req u ired , ra th e r th an use 
iti lim ited tim e re-enacting bad an d discarded laws. 
If a deposit law is req u ired in th is S tate to p ro tect 
th e in su red , it is needed in ever}' o th e r S tate. 
If 
th is S tate m u st have tflUO.OOO deposited here from 
every com pany organized o u tsid e of th is S tate to 
p ro te ct its policy-holders, th en o th e r S tates req u ire 
th e sam e p rotection. 
To tra n sa c t business in thirtv 
S*-ates w ould req u ire 83,000,0)0 scattered am ong 
those S tates. 
V ery few com panies have th is am o u n t 
of cap ital stock and assets com bined. 
T he hill re­ 
quires th e dep sit to bo m ade w ith th e S tate T reas­ 
u rer, an d he h to hold th e sam e u n til all liabilities 
of th e com pany are satisfied ; th erefore th e com- 
jiany ík d eb arred from u sin g its assets to pay its 
Joa.se*», if a fire in one S tate should entaM a loss 
w hich req u ired m ore m oney to m eet its dem ands 
th an th e am ount- of th e dep o sit iu th is S tate. 
The 
m oney req u ired to m eet losses w ould bn locked up 
in S tate v aults, over w hich th e com pany w ould have 
n o co n tro l, an d it w m id be com pelled to suspend 
w hen iti scattered assets w ere tw en ty tim es suffi­ 
cien t to pay all its loaaes. 
It w ould be like a ty ra n t 
of old, who chained one of h is victim s to a waii and 
placed a cask of provisions beyond h is reach, an d 
th en issued a proclam ation in flam ing le tte rs d e ­ 
claring th a t he w a s in favor of h is gro w in g fat. 
The resu lt of th e w orkings of depository law s iu 
th e E astern S tates has been to drive o u t foreign com ­ 
panies and confine t he business to local com panies, 
w hich invariably increases th e rates an d risks. 
T he seven local com panies now doing business iu 
th is .State have a com bined capita! of $2,2«X),000, and 
are carry in g risks am o u n tin g to $59,000,OX). 
The 
capitel and assets of th e se com panies are in th e 
sam e boat, an d m u st sink o r sw im togeth er. 
A fire 
far less in e x ten t th an th a t in Chicago or Boston 
would swallow up both. 
I t is often m entioned with

1 his hill was en tirely in th e in terest of 
th e cred ito r class, and n o t in th e in terest of th e peo­ 
ple. 
He argued in favor of his position in a forcible 
m anner.

It affected th e 
d eb to r in such a m an n er only as to m ake him act 
squarely w ith l.is cred ito r. 
H e gave* th e hist- ry of 
th e Uni fed S tates insolvency law, an d th e causes of 
its repeal. 
The S tate should afford the* buitnesfl 
c im m unity every possible protection. 
T he Board of 
T rade of S acram ento w ere unanim ously in fav o r of 
th e bill, os well as th e Board of T rade of San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Chase had a t first supj*oscd th a t th ere was 
som e necessity f« r th is A ct, b u t upon consideration 
of it, he b elicw d th e old liw to be i-etter th an tins. 
The old law' could be am ended, if it was n o t w h at it 
o u g h t to be. 
Mr. H i l l w ould n o t \-ote for th e bill in its presen t 
shape, b u t he th o u g h t th e Senate o u g h t to go on 
and perfect th e hill by am endm ents.

The school children wiU Ire given a holi­ 
day on Monday next, as the anniversary of 
Washington’s birthday falls on the preced­ 
ing Sunday.

A DREARY FALLACY. 


REVENUE AND TAXATION. 


A dispatch yesterday gravely stated that 
somebody in Ohio bad “ discovered per- 
“ petual motion,” and that a jealous watch 
was being kept upon the wonderful inven­ 
tion. It is about time that the fallacy of 
perpetual motion was consigned to the 
limbo in which the universal solvent, the 
philosopher's stone, the quadrature of the 
circle, the elixir of immortality, and other 
old world superstitions, properly belong. 
George Stevenson described the imprac­ 
ticability of perpetual motion as well as 
anyone has ever done, by saying that it 
was an attempt to lift oneself by the waist­ 
band, and carry oneself about the room. 
Perpetual motion never has been and never 
will be invented, fortheonesufhcieiitreason 
that the end sought is an impossibility. The 
Ohio persons will, of course, not get auy 
patent from Washington, and in due time 
they will reluctantly realize that however 
well their machine ought to work theoretic­ 
ally, in practice it is a dismal failure. Not 
until it is possible to get more force out of 
a machine than is put into it, will per­ 
petual motion become a possibility ; and 
that will never happen while the universe 
is governed by the laws which are now in 
operation. It might be thought that tele­ 
graph agents would know eoough to ac­ 
cept such stories as this Ohio one with 
circumspection, and at least refrain from 
sending them as though the discovery of 
perpetual motion were a thing to be ex­ 
pected. 
TEE STATE NORMAL SOHOOL. 
An attempt ¡3 being made to secure the 
removal of the .State Normal School to 
Berkeley. The argument in support of 
this proposition is to the effect that hith­ 
erto the school has been of little or no use, 
because the grade of instruction given in 
it has been too low. The BerMeyan as­ 
serts that the Normal School graduates 
could not pass the matriculating examina­ 
tion at the State University ; that they 
learn only elementary matters ; that the 
first-grade certificates given to them are 
therefore without value; and that the 
only way to utilize the Normal School is to 
remove it to Berkeley and practically in­ 
corporate it with the State University, 
adding a College of Pedagogics to the lat­ 
ter for the purpose of meeting the new de­ 
mand for instruction in teaching. \Yc are 
not sufficiently acquainted with the course 
of instruction pursued at the State Normal 
School to judge concerning the soundness of 
this criticism. If it is sound, however, it is 
evident that the Normal School course 
stands in need of reformation, and that it 
can produce no satisfactory results until a 
radical reform has been introduced to it. 
But it by no mean3 follows that the school 
ought to be removed to Berkeley. A Col­ 
lege of Pedagogics sounds well, no doubt, 
but the Normal School ought to be pre­ 
cisely that, and there is no good reason 
why it should not be made that, without 
moving it from its original position. The 
BtrkeUyan lias in short advanced some ap­ 
parently good arguments for reorganizing 
the school, but none on behalf of its re­ 
moval which will bear examination. 


FOOL OR KNAVE. 
There seems to -be a good deal of doubt 
as to whether Acklin, of Louisiana, is a 
fool or a knave. Tlis recent conduct in 
the House, when his own case was un­ 
der discussion, appears to favor the former 
hypothesis. It is stated that when its 
reference to the Judiciary Committee was 
move I, he" attempted to vote upon the mo­ 
tion himself, and that he evidently enjoyed 
the notoriety lie had acquired. As the 
reputation he has gained is that of a 
drunken debanchee who insults unprotected 
women in the grossest manner, it seems 
scarcely possible that be would be proud 
of it if he were a knave. A foal, however, 
would lie very apt to think it llstte-ring, 
and in fact would be likely to behave very 
much as Acklin has throughout. 
It is 
thought now that he wi5l be expelled. Not, 
we presume, because bis character is too 
bad for Congress, but because he is too 
stupid to take any pains to conceal his bad 
character. 
. 


It was inevitable that the first attempt 
to carry into effect tho provisions of the 
new Constitution on revenue and taxation 
should result in a conflict of views, for it 
was clearly shown during the discussion 
which preceded the adoption of the instru­ 
ment, that its framers did not themselves 
understand the doctrines they had laid 
down. The advocates of its adoption at 
once became engaged in a desperate en­ 
deavor to show that it did not mean what it 
said, and the most finespun sophistries 
were employed to allay the sharp suspicion 
of injustice which its plain letter engen­ 
dered. If, however, it is to be interpreted 
in accordance with the construction put 
upon it by its supporttrs, it is clear that 
the revenue and taxation clauses must be 
so dealt with as to avoid double taxation. 
This has been the end sought by the ma­ 
jority of the Joint Committee on Revenue 
and Taxation’, 
and their report *is 
a particular cogent and closely reasoned 
argument in defense of the position 
they have taken. The mode of assess­ 
ment adopted by the majority of the com­ 
mittee reaches every description of tang­ 
ible property, but it does not, after assess­ 
ing all actual property, proceed to assess 
certificates of ownership as if they were 
property- in themselves, apart from and 
beyond the things for which they stand. 
The committee say in their report : “ It is 
“ apprehended that the chief ground of 
“ opposition to the bill presented herewith 
“ will be based on the fact that its first 
“ section declares that no property shall be 
“ subject to double taxation, and that its 
“ subsequent sections are conceived in con­ 
sonance with this declaration. 
The 
“ double taxation which is thus sought to 
“ be obviated arises mainly, if net exclu- 
“ sively, in reference to the taxation of 
“ stocks in corporations formed and doing 
“ business in this State, and moneys on 
“deposit with savings and loan corpora­ 
tio n s of the State. That to tax at its 
“ full cash value the franchise and all 
“ the real and personal property of 
“ a corporation, is an effectual and 
“ complete taxation .f all the values 
“ belonging to such corporation, whether 
“ tangible or intangible, is beyond dis- 
“ pute. It is equally beyond controversy 
“ that the stock issued to the stockliold- 
“ ers of the corporation is but a certificate 
“ showing the interest which the holder 
“ has in the entire assets of the corpora- 
“ tion, just as a deed is merely the evi- 
“ dence of the interest which the grantee 
“ has acquired in the property described 
“ therein.” This is the gist of the argu­ 
ment, and nothing can be plainer than the 
fact that to assess the Btock as w’ell as all 
the actual property’ of the corporation, 
would be double taxation of the most open 
kind. In order to justify recourse to such 
a method it will have to be shown that 
doable taxation was deliberately intended 
by the framers of the Constitution, and 
whoever takes that position vindicates the 
soundness of every objection made against 
the instrument, and confesses that it is a 
malignant engine of oppression and wrong. 


The minority’ report advocates double 
taxation, and advances the extraordinary 
argument that “ the adoption of tho mi- 
“ nority’s system of taxing stock would in- 
“ crease the taxable property of the State 
“ at least seventy-five millions of dollars, 
“ and to that extent lessen the rate of tax­ 
a tio n .” Doubtless a system of assessment 
which went upon the principle of counting 
every item twice for purposes of taxation, 
would have the same ostensible effect in an 
even greater degree. But do the minority 
seriously believe that property can be in­ 
vented for purposes of taxation, with any re­ 
sulting gain to the community ? If they 
ieally think that they have discovered a 
new economic principle here, 
they 
ought not to confine it to 
one 
class of property. If the rate of taxation 
can be lowered by counting property twice 
over in one case, how much more can it be 
lowered by counting everything twice 
over, or three or four times over? This 
novel and brilliaut method of lightening 
the burdens of taxation deserves to be im­ 
mortalized. “ Tax everybody double ou 
“ stock and what it represents,” say the 
minority, “ and then the tax-rate will not 
“ be so high.” And yet, artful and in­ 
genious as this proposition is, it seems to 
us that the same end might be reached 
with less elaboration. Once abandon the 
maxim of equality in taxation, and the 
road to confiscation is short and straight. 
If it is not wrong to impose double taxa­ 
tion on stockholders, it is not wrong to 
lessen the tax-rate upon the majority by 
decreeing arbitrarily that a minority shall 
pay half or two-thirds of all the taxes. If 
the primary object is to “ lessen the rate 
“ of taxation,” and no consideration is to 
be given to the rights of the taxpayers, the 
simplest and most direct mode of confisca­ 
tion strikes us as the most eligible. But 
the minority have failed to realize that 
lessening the rate of taxation, when sought 
by inequitable and oiipressive methods, is 
apt to injure instead of relieving the State. 
A mode of assessment which imposes double 
taxation upou every depositor in a savings 
bank, and the tendency of which must 
therefore be to discourage the maintenance 
of such institutions, and so to promote 
habits of dissipation and unthrift, can 
hardly be regarded as iu the line of a pub­ 
lic boon, nor can it be believed that in­ 
crease of the taxable property of the .State 
by seventy-five millions would at all com­ 
pensate for the injury done the body 
politic. 
The assumption that the taxable prop­ 
erty of the State can be increased in the 
manner proposed is, moreover, a delusion. 
It contemplates no increase of property. 
What it contemplates is the assessment of 
the same property twice. The seventy- 
five millions here spoken of has no ex­ 
istence outside the imagination of "the mi­ 
nority. When the franchise and real and 
personal property of all corporations has 
been assessed, every atcm of actual prop­ 
erty has been reached, and any attempt to 
create new values after this must result iu 
taxing something a second time. The 
natural and iuevitable effect of such a 
fiscal policy would be to drive capital out 
of the combinations which make it liable 
to such an unjust impost. It is probable 
that at the end of a twelvemonth it 
would be impossible for the Assessor 
to find that fictitious seventy-five mill­ 
ions on which the minority base their 
argument. The supposition that people 
will patiently endure such grave and 
flagrant discriminations is one of the fal­ 
lacies which seem to go naturally with 
propositions of this kind. But it is clear 
that here the means of evasion are at least 
as accessible as the means of enforcing 
double taxation, and we do not tliiuk that 
the effct of forcing capital and saving3 out 
of their present active and useful employ­ 
ments would be likely to conduce greatly 
to the welfare of the State. In fact, the 
argument for double taxation is so weak as 
to approach pncrility, and we are surprised 
to find indorsing it the names of men whose 
intelligence and whose habits of thought 


ahould have raised them above the possi­ 
bility of association with such thin sophis­ 
tries. If the present Legislature desires to 
promote the well-being of this State, it will 
assuredly not put upon the statute books a 
revenue law which ignores equity, or 
which seeks to “ lessen the rate of taxa­ 
tion ” by clapping an impost upon thrift 
and industry, and making wastefulness 
the most prudent policy. 
♦ 
- 
TYLER’S ATTACHMENT BILL. 
Assemblyman Tyler lias introduced a 
bill relative to attachments, the policy of 
which appears to us doubtful. It is to the 
effect that when a laborer lias contracted a 
debt for the necessaries of life, his creditor 
may file an affidavit of the fact with the 
laborer's employer, and on the admission 
of the justice of the claim by the debtor 
the employer shall pay half the earnings 
of the debtor over every pay-day until the 
debt is discharged. The objection which 
occurs to U3 is that such a law is calculated 
to encourage the extension of credit, and 
thus to bring the poor under a species of 
enslavement, highly prejudicial to the 
development of Eelf-denial, and self-con­ 
trol. The credit system is at the bestja 
necessary evil, and it is against public 
policy to foster it by special enactment. 
There can be no doubt that if it 
were possible the best thing that could 
happen to the masses would be the aboli­ 
tion of credit, and it is equally true that 
such a change would be to the advantage 
of dealers. The machinery for the collec­ 
tion of debts is perhaps far from perfec­ 
tion, but it is by no means certain that its 
deficiencies are not beneficial rather than 
injurious. Whoever gives credit ought to 
be made to carry the risk, for in no other 
way can caution be instilled into trades­ 
people. The reckless extension of credit 
always works evil, not merely to the im­ 
prudent merchant or retailer, but to the 
honest poor who cannot always make cash 
purchases. They suffer for the taches of 
those who run in debt without meaning to 
pay, but it is the dealer’s want of care that 
encourages rogues of the latter kind. On 
the whole, therefore, we are inclined to 
think that Mr. Tyler’s attachment bill is 
not a desirable measure.

The bill regulating the removal of causes from 
State to Federal Courts was taken up. 
The morning hour having expired the hill went 
over without action, and the House went into com­ 
mittee oiTnivision of rules. 
While the third clause of the twenty-first rule 
was uuaer co isideration, Stephens desired to ad­ 
dress the committee for ten minutes.

though his attachment to party was as strong 
as that of any man in the House. 
He had 
been reared in the Jeffersonian school of Democ­ 
racy. In it. he had lived and breathed and had his 
being, and in it he should die 
Coming to the 
amendment offered by the gentleman from Ohio 
(Warner), he declared that there was a great prin­ 
ciple involved in it. Whether it was adopted or re­ 
jected neither party would be worsted. He was 
opposed to the twenty-first rule individually*. Why? 
Because he did not i>elieve that according to the 
Democratic doctrine of Jefferson, Madison and 
Jackson, it was 
ever 
intended 
that ap­ 
propriation hills should be incumbered with 
any other legislation than appropriations. If there 
had been any progress in legislation in this country, 
it had bven in excluding from the appropriation bills 
other matters as riders. Hurd had said the other 
day that it was Democratic doctrine to seek a re­ 
dress of grievances by withholding appropriations. 
He (Stephens) repudiated that propositi, n in toto 
cuelo. That had never been Democratic doctrine. 
It w s a monarchical doctrine. The redress of 
grievances in this country was, first, by petition to 
the legislative body ; next, to the judiciary, and 
next to the ballot-box. Under the Constitution the 
Executive had the same rightful and constitutional 
power to veto a bill as the House and Senate had to 
pass it, and the new doctrine of making war upon 
the veto power through the means of appro­ 
priation bills was not Democratic, was not 
Republican, hut was anti-constitutional.

One reason why I feel so much interest in 
this question is the intimation from the gentleman 
Lom Ohio (Ilurd) that they want to u^e the twenty- 
first rule in order to tack riders on the appropria­ 
tion b IK which must pass, or ought to pass, so as 
to compel the Executive, so as to force a redress of 
grievances My opinion on that subject was cl earl v 
given in the Democratic caucus, when that scheme 
was tried during the last fession. 
1 was opposed t«> 
it then. I am opposed to it now, and shall ever be 
opposed to any such kind of legislation. 
Conger—Having accomplished the object which I 
had in behalf of free speech and fair play, I move 
that the committee rise. 
The motion w s agreed to, and the committee ac­ 
cordingly ruse. 
Ihe House thee, on Blackburn’s motion, went 
into C« mmittee of the Whole-Carlisle in the chair— 
for the considera*i« n of new rules,the pending ques­ 
tion being Hookers point against Warner’s amend* 
m n \ 
Ihe point was overruled, and Warner’s amend­ 
ment t-» the twenty-first rule was adopted. 
Several amendments by Mills were rcj cted. They 
provided fo amendments to the appropriation hills 
reducing customs and taxes, retiring bank circula­ 
tion and the free coinage of silver. 
Robeson offered an amendment that no appropria­ 
tion shall he in order, as an amendment to any gen­ 
eral appropr ation hill, w hich changes the existing 
law. Adopted—115 to 43—many Democrats voting 
for it in order to substitute it for Warner's amend­ 
ment, and to have a chance to support it iu the 
House.

jurisdiction of the subject -matter of such amend­ 
ment, which amendment being germane to the sub­ 
ject-matter of the bill, shall retrench expenditures. 
Adopted—Aves 1*23, noes 95. 
Garfield off red an amendment to the clause as 
amended, providing that no proposition or amend­ 
ment shali be iu order, except as to the amounts of 
money. Rejected—Aves 10.9, noes, 1*22. 
I.owe offered an amendment prohibiting partisan 
legislation on app opriation bills. Rejected—Ayes 
70, noes 117. 
This was the last ameudraent offered to Clause 3, 
ami the Clerk proceeded to read the fourth clause 
of Rule 21. 
Tu ner offered an amendment to the clause, pro­ 
viding that the ayes and rioca shall be taken cm 
the passage of hills appropriating money or creating 
a charge or debt on t he people. Adopted—103 to 19. 
The Committee rose, and the House adjourned.

ALMOST UNANIMOUS FOR GRANT. 
N ew York, February 19th.—The election 
of delegates yesterday to the Richmond 
County Convention, Staten Island, to ehojse 
delegates to the Utica Ccnventiup, resulted 
in a sweeping victory for the anti-Curtis Re­ 
publicans, making the County Convention al­ 
most unanimous ior Grant. 
PROGRESS OF THE BLAINE MOVEMENT. 
C hicago, February 19th.—The Tribune 
has another liberal dose i f correspondence, 
showing the decadence of the Grant and 
Sherman sentiment throughout the country, 
and the triumphant progress of the Blaine 
movement. Among the chief points are the 
following : A Federal officeholder traveling 
through the South states that he finds Dem­ 
ocrats are hopeful that Graut will be nom­ 
inated, and believe he will be the easiest 
man to beat. The Republicans want a man 
of less ring notoriety—Blaine or Washburne. 
Friends of Secretary Sherman in Ohio are 
panicky, for Blaine’s friends have beeu doing 
great work, and the sentiment is rapidly 
changing to Blaine throughout the State. 
Six Pennsylvania papers which have beeu 
supporting Grant are now against that candi­ 
date, and six districts have instructed their 
delegates for Blaine in spite of the unit rule 
adopted at the Convention. A. M. Jones, 
Chairman of the Republican State Conven­ 
tion of Illinois is personally for Blaine, al­ 
though his old frieud, Senator Logan, is 
strong for Graut. 
SECRETARY FISH’S BELIEF. 
C hicago, February 19th.—The Journal's 
Washington special says: Secretary Fish 
believes firmly that Grant is destined to lead 
the Republican party to victory again. He 
thinks Blaine a magnificent candidate, who 
would excite an enthusiasm only second to 
that for Grant. 
UNITED STATES DISTRICT ATTORNEY WOODFORD. 
The Journal's New York special says; 
United States District Attorney Woodford 
says: “ After three weeks’ attendance upon 
the Chisholm trial, after having made a cam­ 
paign tour iu Louisiana and seeing what it 
costs to be Republican there, and after seeing 
the attempt to seize the Government in 
Maine, I was to sec a man nominated so 
strong, so resolute, so true, that when he is 
elected he will be inaugurated in spite of 
every effort to prevent it. Now you know 
whom I shall vote for if I go to the Ü tica Con­ 
vention.” 
The indications are that George William 
Curtis will not be a delegate to the Repub­ 
lican State Convention. 
BLAINE MEETING IN OHIO. 
Colum bus, February 19th.—About800 citi­ 
zens responded to the call for a Blaine meet­ 
ing in this city to-night. Several delegations 
from neighboring towns came to attend the 
meeting. Hon. A. C. Hoffman, of this city, 
presided during the evening. F. F. Mack, 
of Sandusky, J. C-. Covert, of Cleveland, 
John S. Roller, of Youngstown, Wm. L. 
Peterson, of Trumbull county, A. B. Clark, 
of Newark, Hon. L. A. Palmer, of Cleve­ 
land, General John Beatty, Fred. B. Roney 
and J. I,. Ilayae, of this city, were the 
speakers. The meeting was enthusiastic. 
The principal points of Mack’s remarks were 
antagonistic to the precepts laid down by 
Governor Foster in his speech in favor of 
Sherman a week ago. General Beatty criti­ 
cised some of Secretary Sherman’s official 
^cts, and delivered a eulogy on Blaine. 
AN ANTI-GRANT MOVEMENT. 
C h ic a g o , February 19th.—Some fifty men, 
representing the most important business in­ 
terests of Chicago, met in a private way to­ 
night, and discussed the question of how to 
throttle the' “ third term ” scheme. 
The 
meeting was of one mind, and that mind was 
freely expressed that the re-election of Gen­ 
eral Grantwouldbe a national misfortune, and 
his nomination would damage the Republican 
chances of success beyond repair. It was de­ 
cided to circulate papers for signature among 
all the business, interests, and it was esti­ 
mated that at least 15,000 voters would be 
ready to sign a protest against the candidacy 
of Grant. A public meeting will probably be 
called shortly to carry out the objects of the 
meeting.

The Sew Yorlr “ Herald” on t «loirs in 
California. 
New York, February 19th.—The Herald 
says: We hope,, for the sake of San Fran­ 
cisco and of California, that the words of our 
correspondent mean all they imply, aud that 
the honest and honorable people out there 
have really given the agitators to understand 
that, while they may say what they please, if 
they attempt to carry into action their brutal 
and blood-thirsty threats, they will receive 
such summary and severe punishment as 
they will richly deserve, and as will prove to 
them that this is still a country of laws, and 
not a country where laws may ba defied with 
impunity. Whatever may be said against 
the Chinese in this country, of one thing they 
are innocent. They don’t follow the lead of 
such ignorant and characterless agita ten's and 
demagogues as Kalloch and Kearney. They 
do not assemble in crowds on sand lota 
to listen to these men inciting to 
violence, outrage and blood-thirstiness. 
They do not go about like Kearney 
and Kalloch, shrieking crie3 for “ blood 1” 
The charge against them is something quite 
different. They are accused by these agi­ 
tators of the atrocious crime of working for 
a living. They work for less money than 
other workmen are williug to accept. But it 
remains still to be proved that men who ac­ 
cuse the Chinese will labor for any wages 
which employers can afford to pay. And 
even if this were shown to be true, it is ab­ 
surd to claim that California, with a terri­ 
tory much greater than that of Great Britain 
and Ireland, aud nearly as big as France, and 
with less than 1,000,000 of population, in­ 
cluding Chinese, is so over-crowded that 
there ¡3 going on there any real struggle 
for the means of living. 
It is a new 
doctrine invented by ignorant and profane 
agitators like Kearney, and adopted by dem­ 
agogues like Kalloch, that there is no 
room for more, and it is an appropri­ 
ate conclusion from their premises that, in­ 
stead of attempting to remedy their supposed 
grievance in the old-fashioned American 
way, by appeal to the laws, or seeking to 
have laws changed or repealed which they 
think wrong, they threaten murder, arson 
and law-defying violence. It will be said, of 
course, that it ¡3 not general immigration 
which is opposed, but the coming hither of 
Chinese.

It is the general 
right of workingmen from anywhere to come 
into California which they attack, and this 
ought to be understood. That which they 
proclaim on the sand lot as an unendurable 
grievance, to be wiped out in bloodshed and 
with murder, is the lowering of wages in cer­ 
tain employments, resulting from an increase 
in population. But this has gone ou in every 
State in the Union.

W ash in g to n , Febiuary 19th.—The Com­ 
mittee on Pacific Railroads, to whom was 
referred the petition asking a repeal of the 
section of the Act to incorporate the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad Company, etc., to de­ 
clare the right-, franchise and lands granted 
in said section te. the New Orleans, Baton 
Rouge and Vicksburg Railroad Company for­ 
feited, and that said section be re enacted in 
favor of the New Orleans Pacific Railroad 
Company, adopted a report to-day. The re­ 
port favored the petition, and was accom­ 
panied by a bill embodying legislation. Rep­ 
resentative Ellis was instructed to report it 
to the House, with a request that it be 
printed and recommended. 
The silk Trade. 
W ash in g to n , February 19th.—Mr. Pfix- 
otteos, Consul at Lyons, France, iu a dis­ 
patch to the Department of State, says : 
The political affairs of England and of Eu­ 
rope have had considerable effect during the 
past year on the silk trade. Germany has 


suffered from various economical causes, and 
is struggling to restrict her production to 
home consumption. The nobles and proprie­ 
tors of Russia have been compelled to econo­ 
mize in the use of the finer fabrics. Austria, 
following the example of the United States, 
has by her tariff regulations maintained a 
better degree of prosperity than other coun­ 
tries. Italy and Spain have largely suffered 
from bad crops. Everywhere the demand 
for silk goods has been limited to modest 
quantities as well as modest colors. Since 
fashion has favored mixed stuff in place of 
rich and pure silks, Lyons has made great 
efforts to use other materials in order to sus­ 
tain the labor of her 100,000 workers, 
('ongrr’s Introduction of A lexander II.

Washington, February 19th.—In intro­ 
ducing the speech of Stephens in the House 
Conger said he had made the motion in the 
interest of free speech. He had desired an 
opportunity to hear the views of the distin­ 
guished gentleman from Georgia (Stephens), 
whose legislative experience, whose famil­ 
iarity with the rules of the House 
dated back to the time when the 
fierce Democracy of the other side be­ 
lieved ia free siiecb, in free discussion and 
fairness, to the time of the old, hard-fisted, 
Jacksonian Democracy, of which he (Ste­ 
phen») was a living representative still, 
thank God.

Tlic Spaui-.li Claim s Com m ission. 
W ashington, February 19th.—The Presi­ 
dent sent to the Senate to-day the informa­ 
tion called for by the resolution relative to 
the Spanish Claims Commission. This Com­ 
mission was organized under the treaty of 
1871 on account of losses sustained by Ameri­ 
cans in Cuba. During the nine years this 
Commission has been in existence it appears 
from the report that it has sat but fifteen 
days each year. The amount paid claimants 
has beeu §997,000 and the amount of claims 
entered §20,000,000. There seems to have 
been a deliberate plan on the part of the 
Spanish Government to postpone the pay­ 
ment of its just debts.

The Freed men's Hank. 
Washington, February 19th.—The Senate 
select committee on the Freedmen's Bank 
met to-day. Anson M. Sperry, general field 
a»ent and inspector of branches, testified to 
the solvency of the bank and to the marvel­ 
ous increase in its business from the start up 
to 1874, the time of its failure. The deposits 
had grown from $300,000 in 1866 to $31,000,­

FOREIGN NEWS. 
The W inter P al.ce Explosion, 
St. P e te rsb u rg , February 19th.—General 
Gourka, Governor-General of St. Petersburg, 
was engaged at the Winter Palace the whole 
night of the 17th investigating the explosion. 
The dynamite was fired by au electric bat­ 
tery. Several pounds of that explosive ma­ 
terial must have been used. The cellars of 
the palace have long been used for storing 
purposes, and appear to have been occupied 
by four workmen, three of whom are under 
arrest; the fourth is missing. Many arrests 
have been made in the Winter Palace and 
the immediate neighborhood. 
COMMENTS OE THE LONDON “ TIMES.” 
L ondon, February 19th.—The Times, com­ 
menting on the explosion in the Winter Pal­ 
ace at St. Petersburg, says: “ The central 
authority of the Czar must be upheld if that 
order is to be maintained which is an indis­ 
pensable condition of progress. Conspiracies 
like this must be punished with sufficient 
severity to crush them ; but if, in conjunction 
with these necessary measures, the Czar pur­ 
sues a course of gradual reforms, he may en­ 
tertain a reasonable hope that these horrors 
will pass away.” 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
St. P e te rsb u rg , February 19th. — The 
Noroe Vremya publishes the particulars of the 
attempted assassination of the Imperial fam­ 
ily. showing that dinner was appointed for 6 
o’clock Tuesday evening. If it nad Dot been 
accidentally delayed all would have been 
seated at the moment of the explosion. As 
it was, their escape was very narrow. The 
Emperor, accompanied by the Princess of 
Hesse and Bulgaria, was about to enter the 
dining hall through one door, and the other 
members of the Imperial family (except the 
Empress) by another, when the explosion 
took place. Two servants who were in the 
dining hall were injured. The force of the 
explosion was such that numbers of windows 
of the Palace and adjacent houses were shat­ 
tered. The eas was blown out and complete 
darkness prevailed. 
The bodies of two more soldiers have been 
found among the debris, and of the forty-five 
injured several have since died. 
House of (‘ouiuiou*. 
London, February 19th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer gave notice that he will move ou 
Monday next for the appointment of a select 
committee to inquire into the question of 
loans for public works from the consolidated 
fund. 
Stanhope, Under Secretary for India, ad­ 
mitted that a confidential report was made 
in 1876 by the Indian Assistant Quartermas­ 
ter General concerning his dispatch of troops 
to America. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer said there 
was no intention of resuming negotiations re­ 
garding the silver question, started by the 
United States aud discussed at the Paris 
Conference. 
Lord Hartington asked for further informa­ 
tion respecting the attempt ou the life of the 
Czar. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer said he 
was unable to add anything to what was al­ 
ready known. The news, he said, had been 
received with the utmost horror. He ex­ 
pressed satisfaction at the providential escape 
of the Czar, and ssid the health of the Czar, 
the Empress and Duchess of Edinburgh had 
not been affected by the excitement attending 
the explosion in the Winter Palace.

LONDON, February 19th.—Jladdick, pub­ 
lisher, and J. & E. Judd, printers of the 
Sporting and Dramatic News, appeared in 
the Bow-street Police Court to-day to answer 
a charge of libel preferred by Hon. E. 
Dwyer Gray, Lord Mayor of Dublin, in the 
publication of an article of which the follow­ 
ing is an extract: “ How that mischievous, 
ill conditioned burlesque of a legislator, 
Gray, is descended we don’t know, nor, see­ 
ing his character so apparent, does it much 
matter. The guests who had been obliged to 
accept his invitation to the Mansion House 
are to be warmly congratulated on their es­ 
cape from such humiliating business as his 
dinner must have been.”

C a s e .—In the Police 
Court yesterday the case of R. F. Fitzgerald, 
charged with an attempt to extort money 
from the Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Com­ 
pany, came up for trial. A venire of sixty 
jurors had been summoned, but a jury was 
found without much delay, all of those exam­ 
ined admitting that they had read something 
concerning the defendant, but most of them 
claimed that they had not been influenced 
thereby. 
The witnesses sworn and examined 
were George A. Moore, J. C. Carroll, John 
Kilgariff, Thomas Fox and B. V. ltaye. The 
testimony concerning the actual circumstances 
of Fitzgerald’s visits to the office of the com­ 
pany, and the threats made therein, was sub­ 
stantially the same as was elicited in the 
former trial.

YOSEMITE 
VALLEY 
AND 
BI3 
TREES. 


The Governor having addressed a com­ 
munication to the Attorney-General for his 
opinion as to the term of office of the Com­ 
missioners appointed to manage the premises 
contained in the Act of Congress granting to 
the State the Yosemite Valley and lands 
embracing the Mariposa Big Tree Grove, 
that officer has submitted his opinion, which 
is to the effect that the Commissioners are 
State officers, and the duration of their term 
of office ¡3 subject to the limitations con­ 
tained in the State Constitution, under which, 
as Executive appointees, they hold their office 
during the pleasure of the Governor, pro­ 
vided that in no case can the term exceed 
four years. 
In the absence of a removal 
by the Governor, their respective terms ex­ 
pire at the end of four years from date of 
appointment. 
The Board of Commissioners consists of the 
Governor and eight others to he appointed 
by him. No appointments have been made 
since September 28, 1861, when eight were 
designated by the Governor. 
It would ap­ 
pear from the above that their term of office 
has long since expired, hut the Commission­ 
ers hold to a different view, and claim that, 
although appointed by the Governor of the 
State, such appointments were in accordance 
with or directed by the Act of Congress 
granting the valley and grove to the State, 
and henee they do not come under the tenure 
of office limitation of the State, but are in 
fact officers of the United States, ami the 
term of their appointment unlimited. 
The 
Legislature, however, on the 17th instant, 
passed the following Senate Concurrent Reso­ 
lution No. 20: 
Wiieiikak, E ight persons were appoint: ;1 Septem­ 
ber 2S, 1S04, by tiie Governor of California, as Com­ 
missioners to manage the Yosemite Valley and the 
Mariposa Big Tree Grove : and whereas, more than 
four years has elajised since said appointm ent, and no 
furthei appointm ents have been m ade; and whereas, 
it is necessary that there should be Commissioners 
to manage said valley and grove, and th at they 
should be appointed immediately, and it is desirable 
th at a m ajority of said Commissioners should be 
selected from persons residing in the counties most 
affected by the actions cf said Commissioners; 
therefore, be it 
H ctnlvcd by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
First-, th at there is a vacancy now existing as to 
each and all of said Commissioners ; second, th at 
the Governor be and he is hereby requested to im­ 
mediately appoint eight persons as said Commission­ 
ers ; third, th at in m aking said appointm ents the 
Governor be and lie is hereby requested, if consist­ 
ent with the public eood, to select a m ajority of 
said Commissioners from persons resident of the 
counties m ost affected by the actions of said Com­ 
missioners. 
The Governor has notified the Commission­ 
ers of the expiration of their terms of office, 
and will wait a few days for any reply tliey 
may wish to make upon the subject, before 
making other appointments.

Frightful Accident—Horrible Reafb of a 
Street Railway Employe. 
San F rancisco, February 19tli.—On the 
arrival of the first car of the Geary-street 
railroad at the Kearny-street terminus, 
shortly before ti o’clock this morning, the 
conductor and the driver of the dummy were 
surprised to find the manhole leading to the 
machinery used for operating the turn-table 
east of Lotta’s Fountain open and a lighted 
lantern standing by the side of the hole. An 
examination of the cause was made, and the 
mangled remains of P. A. Ralph, who was 
employed by the company to oil the machinery 
of the road, were discovered lj’ing across the 
framework which supports the machinery, 
and under the v'heel around which the cable 
runs. The bodj* was removed to the Morgue, 
and an examination made. The right shoul­ 
der was found crushed, and several ribs on 
the right side in the vicinity of the nip­ 
ple were broken. There was a depression 
of two or three inches running from the 
shoulder towards the naval as if smashed in 
by a heavy weight. 
About midway was a 
punctured wound of irregular form, a half an 
inch in diameter, entering the cavity in the 
chest. A large piece of the right side of the 
hat-brim was cut out as clean as if done by a 
sharp knife. 
On the inside of the left thigh 
was an abrasion of the skin, badly discolored, 
running a third of the way around the leg, as 
if it hail been rubbed by a rough piece of 
iron. A similar abrasion extended diagonally 
across the front portion of the right leg, 
above the knee, some eight or ten inches long 
by about two iu width, and the pantaloons 
were badly torn. The shoe of the right foot 
had been torn off, and the foot laid open from 
the instep nearly to the great toe. 
It was 
the duty of the deceased to oil the machinery 
as soon as the cars ceased running at 
night, which is shortly after midnight. 
He 
left his home, No. 531 Geary street, at about 
12 o’clock last night to go to his work. When 
the last car left the terminus he had not ar­ 
rived there. 
Between hulf-past 12 and 1 
o’clock the lantern was seen standing where 
it was found this morning. The master ma­ 
chinist of the road says that he gave the de­ 
ceased instructions never to attempt to oil 
the machinery when it was in motion. There 
are two theories as to the cause of the acci­ 
dent. 
One is that the man got into the 
wheel to do his work when it was in motion, 
and the other, and more probable theory, is 
that after getting into the wheel the cable 
which revolved the wheel was started sud­ 
denly, and in attempting to escape he was 
crushed between the moving works and 
frame. The deceased was a native of Ireland, 
32 years of age, and leaves a wife and two 
children, the youngest two weeks old.

The Stenntship C aliforn ia — Saved from 
D eslrn rilon by A lm ost 
a 
M iracle — 
Rough E x p e r i e n c e . 
Victoria, February 17th.—1The anxiety 
felt for the safety of the steamship California, 
bound from Portland for Fort Wrangel and 
Sitka via this port, was terminated this morn­ 
ing when it was announced that she had ar­ 
rived off the mouth of the harbor in a disabled 
condition. She left Portland last Wednesday 
morning at half-past 6 o’clock, having on 
board 250 tons of freight, principally flour, 
for the Victoria merchants, aud about 125 
tons of assorted merchandise for Nanaimo 
and the northern ports. The weather as she 
passed down the river was fine, and at 5 
o’clock on Wednesdaj’ afternoon she arrived 
at Astoria. Ijalf an hour later she steamed 
out for the bar, which she started to cross at 
5 P. M , the weather indications still being 
favorable. All went well until she reached 
the second buoy iu the north channel, when 
the sky became overcast and a light breeze 
from the southwest sprung up, and monster 
waves rolled in over the bar. The vessel be­ 
haved admirably for a time, but as the fury 
of the sea increased she struck heavily twice, 
and it was soon afterwards found -that she 
refused to answer her helm, her rudder 
having 
been 
carried 
away. 
Captain 
Thom then stood out to sea. 
Iu the 
meantime the wind had increased to a 
gale from the southwest, and during the night 
the steward reported that the vessel had 
sprung a leak aft. 
Efforts were immediately 
made to get the pumps to work, hut it was 
found that they were choked, the ship having 
strained considerably as she crossed the bar. 
Early on Thursday morning it was deemed 
prudent to keep the steamer under canvas 
and stand out to sea. The weather continued 
boisterous all day Thursday, and on Friday it 
was blowing a gale. At about 9 o’clock on 
Friday night the vessel was struck by a 
heavy sea, and giviDg a sudden lurch she 
threw Captain Thom with great violence 
against a case stowed on deck. The force of 
the fall broke the Captain’s ninth lib on his 
left side, and inflicted other painful injuries. 
On Sunday morning land, 
supposed to 
be Vancouver Island, was 
descried on 
the horizoD. The vessel consequently stood 
in for it, thinking she was heading for the 
Straits of Fuca; hut when the first officer 
took the sun he found that the ship was in 
latitude two miles to the south of Gape Flat­ 
tery. On the previous afternoon a rudder 
was constructed and lashed to the after mast. 
The sea was still running high, and at 9 
o’clock on Sunday night this steering ap­ 
pliance was carried away. 
Another was 
made, the ship being put to sea with land 
still in sight on the starboard how, but none 
on the port. This land was Washington 
Territory, 
tjne after another 
the rud 
ders were 
either 
dashed to pieces, or 
broke 
away 
from 
their 
lashings, 
and 
the vessel was thus frequently left entirely to 
the mercy of the waves. 
As a last resort, 
therefore, the foreyard was taken down, car­ 
ried aft and rigged out to steer the ship. The 
weather by this time had moderated some­ 
what, the glass was more favorable and the 
steamer answered to her new helm ; but the 
lashings securing the yard gave away, and it 
was only with great difficulty that it was 
brought up and again rigged. On the sun 
being taken, it was found that the vessel 
was in the latitude of De-truction Is­ 
land, fifty miles south of Capa Flattery-. 
Captain Thorn, although suffering severely, 
managed to come on deck, and on discovering 
that the land instead of being Vancouver 
Island was Washington Territory, gave orders 
to [stand off. The vessel accordingly stood 
off about ten miles from Destruction island, 
and was put on a new course. 
She was then 
leaking badly, aud all hands went to work 
with a right good will, passing buckets, iu 
order to keep the water below the furnaces. 
For 
many 
hours 
the 
crew 
and pas­ 
sengers 
stuck 
to 
their 
posts 
nobly, 
hut frequently it was thought that the 
vessel would founder. On Saturday morning 
the worst was anticipated, and the majority 
ot those on board put on liie-preservers. 
Fortunately, however, the ship weathered the 
gale, and escaped destruction by little less 
than a miracle. During that day it was 
found necessary to lighten the ship by throw­ 
ing nearly all the deck load overboard, 
and consequently freight roughly valued at 
§6,000 was consigned to the deep. Among 
the goods thus sacrificed were twelve 200- 
ponud barrels of lard oil for the United 
States ship Jamestown, stationed at Sitka. 
On Monday night at 9 o’clock the lookout 
sighted land, supposed to be Cajie Flattery, 
and soon afterwards the steering yard broke 
down once more. 
It was again secured, and 
the ship was kept well under way. 
At half­ 
past 11 o'clock Cape Flattery light was 
passed 
The hours passed slowly Iri, hut the 
patience and endurance of those on board were 
rewarded when at a quarter-past 7 o’clock this 
morning ttie city of Victoria was sighted. A 
thrill of unspeakable joy was experienced 
when it became known that the .t rials of the 
voyage were nearly ended. As soon as pos­ 
sible the steamer Princess Louise went along­ 
side and towed the disabled vessel into the 
outer harbor, where she was taken charge of 
by the steamer Otter and conducted without 
mishap to Welch, IIithet & Co.’s wharf. A 
cursory inspection shows that she has lost her 
shoe, stern post and rudder. In the mean­ 
time the crew, weak and almost prostrated 
by their continuous labors, bail been relieved 
hv a relaj- of men from the city. Soon after 
the vessel came alongside the wharf a survey 
was held on her cargo, when it was found 
that only a smail proportion, probably some 
30 tons, was damaged. Air. Goodhue lodged 
a protest with the United States Consul, and 
a general average bond was drawn up, on 
agreeing

zealous manner in which Captain Thom 
performed his duties under the most trying 
circumstances, and are also loud iu their 
praise of the indefatigable exertions of the 
first and second officer and purser Hughes. 
They are fully alive, however, to the fact 
that had it not been for the assistance of the 
a»sengers, the steamer must inevitably have 
cn lost. Captain Thorn does not permit 
the opportunity to pass without tendering 
them his sincere thanks. 
It is stated that 
the California will proceed to Burrard Inlet, 
where she will he temporarily repaired, and 
that her place on the northern route will he 
taken this trip by the steamer Otter or Prin­ 
cess Léuise. 
A southeast gale of great violence prevailed 
all day j'esterday, in the midst of which the 
Horse and Jockey Inn, on the Esquimault 
road took fire and was entirely consumed. 
Later.—The cargo of the steamship Cali­ 
fornia has been discharged, and only 300 sacks 
of flour and 40 sacks of bran were found to 
have been damaged.

Captain Thorn is confined to his room in con­ 
sequence of his injuries.
